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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-7, 9-15 and 17-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach a system comprising: an acceleration system coupled to the first and 
second driving devices and configured to accelerate the rise and fall times of the first and second 
drive signals; and means for accelerating the rise and fall times of the first and second drive; and 
a first input of each of the logic gates is coupled to a respective one of the switches and a second 
input of each of the logic gates is coupled to an output of an opposite one of the logic gates as 
called for in claims 1, 12 and 19. Therefore, claims 1-7, 9-15 and 17-27 are presently allowed.
